SCHOLA CANTORUM 

Founded in 2012 by Daniel Taylor, the university of Toronto Schola Cantorum aims to present the brilliant early choral 
and instrumental repertoire from across the centuries to a new audience. The group’s interpretations strive to recreate 
the original performances of musical works - interpretations led by the energy and insights of the gifted students 
themselves - in the belief that historical performance ideals and knowledge of the old world are essential for creating 
music anew. The Schola Cantorum includes students from all levels of study (Bachelor in Music, Master in Music and 
Doctoral Candidates), with students representing many voice studios in the Faculty. Canada has many university choral 
ensembles, however the Schola Cantorum is the only large scale group using period instruments and historically informed 
performance practices to reveal the beauty of baroque and early repertoire. 

In 2012-2013, the Schola Cantorum made its inaugural performance with the famed Tallis Scholars. The ensemble 
also performed and toured central Canada presenting Flandel’s Coronation Anthems and recorded early German works 
including Buxtehudes’ Jesu meine s Lebens Leben. In 2013-2014, the ensemble appeared in concert touring with 
the Gabrieli Consort, and presented Purcell’s Dido and Aeneas on four evenings to capacity audiences and offered a 
reenactment of the coronation ceremony of King George II (also sold-out). Most recently, the group presented Heinrich 
Schutz’s three-movement Musikalische Exequien in concert, accompanied by the Theatre of Early Music orchestra. 

The University of Toronto Faculty of Music is located in one of the world’s most vibrant, multicultural, arts-oriented 
cities. Based on publications and citations, the University of Toronto leads Canadian research universities in Fine Arts and 
Music. 


LUCAS HARRIS 

Lucas Harris studied early music at the Civica scuola di musica di Milano (as a Marco Fodella Foundation scholar) and 
then at the Hochschule fur Kunste Bremen. He is now the regular lutenist with Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra and enjoys 
a busy freelance career with many other ensembles in addition to being a founder of the Toronto Continuo Collective, the 
Lute Legends Ensemble, and the Vesuvius Ensemble. In 2011 he decided to broaden his career by training as a choral 
conductor, and began graduate studies at the University of Toronto with Dr. Hilary Apfelstadt. Just before completing his 
M.Mus last January, Lucas was named the new Artistic Director of the Toronto Chamber Choir. He has also been a guest 
music director with the Pacific Baroque Orchestra, the Ohio State University Opera program, the Toronto Consort, and 
Les Voix Baroques. During the summer Lucas is on the faculties of the Tafelmusik Baroque Summer Institute, Oberlin 
Conservatory’s Baroque Performance Institute, and the Vancouver Early Music Festival’s Baroque Vocal Programme. 
Lucas was praised for his work with Les voix humaines in Montreal: “The revelation of the concert was the Torontonian 
lutenist Lucas Harris, who weaved a poetic thread through his infinitely subtle interventions. The sweetness and patience 
of his playing . . .was astonishing.” (Le Devoir) 


FELIX DEAK 

As well as being a founding member of I FURIOSI Baroque Ensemble, baroque cellist and viola da gambist Felix Deak 
showcases his career as a freelance musician with orchestras and chamber ensembles, including Toronto’s Tafelmusik 
Baroque Orchestra, Les Voix Humaines (Montreal), and Opera Atelier. Felix instructs orchestral classes and private 
students in and around Toronto. He can be heard on CBC Radio Two in performances, and has made recordings for 
various labels at home and abroad. 


CHRISTOPHER BAGAN 

Christopher Bagan is a versatile artist, equally at home on modern and historical keyboard instruments. He is in high 
demand as a collaborator, chamber musician and basso continuo specialist. Recent engagements include appearances 
with soprano Ellen Hargis, Toronto Masque Theatre, Aradia Ensemble, University of Toronto Opera and the Britten-Pears 
Baroque Orchestra as well as his debut as music director for Handel’s Giulio Cesare in Ferreira do Zezere, Portugal. He 
holds a Doctor of Musical Arts from the University of British Columbia where he studied with Jane Coop. He is a regular 
performer in the Early Music Vancouver main series and Summer Festival as well as Vancouver’s Music on Main concert 
series. He has performed with many of the leading baroque singers, instrumentalists and conductors in North America. 
He now resides in Toronto where he is on faculty at the University of Toronto and at St. Michael’s Choir School, and 
is a staff accompanist at the Glenn Gould School. He also freelances across Canada, working as a soloist, chamber 
musician, lecturer and collaborative keyboardist.
